FOUGHT BETWEEN TWO KENTUCKIANS 


N A RUSHING TRAIN 


It Started in the Baggage Car and Was Kept up Until the Last 


Coach Was Reached by the Combatants, 


e om 


THE LAST BULLET FIRED TOOK DEATH WITH 


IT, 


Four Persons Who Were on the Train Were Injured by Wild Shots---The Victor 
Exonerated by the Lebanon, Ky., Grand Jury. 


Notin the memory 
there been a duel 


of the videst Kentuckian hus 

which so many people took 
such a deep personal interest as the one in whic: M. 
W. Penn killed J. L. Whitlock. The combatants 
fought One another through three railroad cars. Tuwsey 
emptied two revolvers apiece, fourinall. Both com- 
batants were prominent citizens. 

Mr. Penn and Mr. Whitlock had not shot at one an- 
other for two years until they met on the train going in 
to Lebanon. Whitlock felt that he had once been in- 
jured by Penn, and only the latter’s death would suat- 
isfy tim. 

The train was very crowded when they met. Penn 
was on the platform of the smoki: g car when Whit- 
joc: caught sightof him. Whithek made a charac- 
teristic movement with his right hand, and Penn, who 
knew perfect!y what this meant, retreated rapidly into 
the smoking car. He was evidently anxious to avoid a 
fight,aud he thought that by putting the length ofa 
crowded carand a few other obstacies between himself 
and his antagonist he might accomplish his purpose. 
Ile was mistaken, He was a brave man, as subseque)it 
events proved, Probably he considered a swiftly mov- 
ing railroad train au unsuitable place for an encounter. 

Whitlock followed after Penn as quickly as he could, 
Ife fired rapidly as he went, but the motion of the train 
ruined his aim and only the windows and the seats suf- 
fered. Noneofthe men in the smoking car attempted 
to obstruct him in any way. 

Penn’s retrent finally carried him into the baggage 
car. Whitlock followed precipitately after him. Iere 
Peun found cover behind a_ pile of trunks at the for- 
ward end of the car, while Whitlock was still exposed 
in the open, Penn showed strategy of a high order in 
this mancuvre, but he soon abandoned his advantage. 
Whitlock took three shots at Peun’s head and arnis, 
which were showing out from behind the trunks, Then 
he realized that if he remained in that position he was 
pretty certain to be done for, 
while he had litthe chance of 
hitting Penn. 

Whitlock therefore decided 
to retreat. He retired quickly 
and in good order from the 
baggage car to the smoking 
cir. Penn’s fighting blood 
was thoroughly aroused by 
this time, and he was no longer 
anxious to avoid the conflict. 
He ran after Whitlock and a 
fierce fusillade took place in 
Windows and 
mirrors were smashed, Tie 
passengers hastily distributed 
themselves under the seats 


the smoker. 


and along the floor, The places 
under the seats were consid- 
ered particularly desirable, 
and as each place only afforded 
room for one man, there was a 
fierce fight tor the privilege 
of vsing them. 

Owing to the violent motion 
ot the train on a rather rough 
roud, neither of the fighters 
was injured until many shots 
had been exchanged, They 
were both good sheta, but fine 
work was extremely difficult 
under the circumstances, So 
many bnilets were fired that 
so:;ne one was bound to be hit, 
whether principal or interested 
spectator, 
was the first one to 
touched. A bullet struck 
himin the left arm. It dic 
not shake his courage in tle 
least. On the contrary, it 
seemed to nerve him tou pitch 
ot Geadly wrath, and bis next 
shot nicked Whitlock in the 
ribs and shook him up consid-

Penn steadied himself againsta seat with his wound-

There was oO more running away for Whitioch. He 
wasin the lastcar. He fired furiously at Penn, who 
advanced with the same unchanging look 
determination. 

One of the bullets punctured a negro severely in the 
ribs. Another clipped a woman’sarm. A third grazed 
a baby’s scalp. 

Penn paid no attention to these incidents. He kept 
lis eye on Whitlock. With the utmost deliberation he 
leaned heavily against one of the seats and took caretul 
nrimat Whitlock. The train, which had been ona 
curve, ran ona straight plece of road, and that favored 
him. Whitlock’s bullets were flying all arcand, but 
they did not disturb him, They were chiefly dangerous 
to windows and passengers. 

Having taken his aim, Penn fired three times in 
rapid succession. They were magnificent shots under 
the circumstances. All three took effect within a space 
of six jnchesa in extent over Whitiock’s heart, 

Whitlock threw up his arms and fell back dead. The 
manner in which Penn concluded the aflair extorted 
the admiration of many mon who had peeped out from 
under the seats. There is even a little less danger in 
watching the efforts of such a man than of a novice. 

Penn looked around calmly with the smoking revol- 
verin hishand. A passenger stepped forward and 
Penn offered him the butt end of his revolver and sur- 
fendered himself to him. 

Whitlock was examined and seen to be beyond help. 

To the passengers who pressed about him Penn said: 

“IT did not wantto fight. The whole trouble arose 
over something ofso little importance that I really for- 
get what it was about.”
